'beg' for more money

Non-teaching personnel jammed a 
school board meeting last night to hear a 
spokesman make an impassioned plea 
for further consideration of classified 
employes ‘ salary requests. 
About 100 persons filled the main 
conference room and spilled over into 
the lobby of the Central Administration 
Building during a presentation by 
Leonard Bonilla, filed representative of 
the 
California 
School 
Employes 
Association. “ We implore the board,” 
he said with emotion. Later he declared: 
“ We’ll meet with the board anywhere m 
this complex, in the parking lot, or in a 
restroom.” 
Following the schoolboard meeting, 
the CSEA negotiating team met with the 
board’s chief negotiator assistant Supt. 
Alice Milligan until almost midnight. 
Milligan, reportedly reaffirmed the 
board's salary position, leaving the 
situation much the same as it has been 
for more than a month. 
Bonilla told the board the CSEA 
chapter had 238 members of the 
district’s 290 non-teaching personnel He 
said 154 of the workers earn 1713 or less 
a month and even with the raise offered 
will take home less money each week 
because of an increase in the employe s 
portion of medical insurance. 
Bonilla told the board the association 
wants an additional $10 per month per 
worker in fringe benefits The request, 
he said would cost the district about 
$26,500. 


International oil 


cartel begins meet 


VIENNA, Austria lU PI) - Saudi 
Arabia, the world’s leading oil exporter, 
wants to freeze petroleum prices, but 
influential Iran is insisting on a 
substantial increase. 
The international oil cartel decides 
the issue this week at talks on how much 
to charge when the petroleum price 
freeze expires at the end of the month. 
The oil ministers of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
opening a two-day meeting today, are 
faced with calls for price increases of up 
to 35 per cent. 


Bonilla referred to the collective 
bargaining bill for school employes 
which was signed by Gov. Brown on 
Monday. “ When that becomes the law, 
you’ll have to bargain with the (SEA .” 
He later said he had not intended his 
remarks to sound like a threat. “ We re 
not in a position of collective bargaining, 
we re in a position of collective 
begging.” The audience applauded him 
as he concluded. 
Board chairman Gail Steiger said she 
didn’t plan to carry out a negotiation 
session in public. She later defended 
Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan who has 
served as the board's chief negotiator. 
“ It’s an unhappy situation when you feel 
you have to come to the board,” and 
then 
she 
added, 
‘‘the 
board’s 
representative has been acting on 
instructions of the board.” 
Negotiations between the classified 
employes and the school board have 
been at an impasse since July 1, when 
annual raises would have gone into 
effect. The board has offered raises 
ranging from a low of 2.2 to 13.79 per 
cent in addition to a job reclassification. 
Milligan said the raises would average 
six per cent or the same as that given 
teachers and administrators.. 
Bonilla said the employes were losing 
money because of their refusal to agree 
to the terms of the board’s offer, but 
that they thought it was worth it. When 
he asked classified workers to stand to 
show how many were present, about 95 
per cent of the audience stood up. 
Earlier, members of the CSEA had 
walked a picket line in front of the 
administration building to register their 
dissatisfaction. 
In other action last night, the board : 
—Certified the Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers as an official representative of 
teachers for negotiation purposes.

Ford satisfied with security; 


will continue public travel 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford is satisfied with his Secret Service 
protection and will continue to shake 
hands in public when he travels to 
Chicago next week despite security 
pleas he stop the practice, a White 
House spokesman said today. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen told 
reporters Ford is sticking to his travel 
plans, although some congressmen and 
others have urged hum to limit public 
appearances 
follow ing 
two 
assassination attempts m Sacramento 
and San Francisco. 
“The President does intend to go to 
Chicago,” 
Nessen 
said 
of 
the 
presidential trip scheduled for Tuesday. 
“ The President is more than satisfied by 
the protection he receives from the 
Secret Service. 
“ I think we will see the President 
'baking hands in public again. 
Nessen said Ford skipped shaking 
hands with the crowd outside San 
Francisco’s St. Francis Hotel Monday — 
moments before a woman fired a pistol 
in his direction — because of Secret 
Service concern for his safety. 
When the Secret Service makes an on- 
the-spot 
security 
suggestion. 
Ford 
“ always" follows it, Nessen said. 
Nessen said the crowd across the 
street from the St. Francis Hotel 
entrance — where Sara Jane Moore 
stood with her pistol — was “ one of the 
crowds the Secret Service suggested the 
President might well pass up. The 
President passed it up.” 
Ford met with a group of Republican 
congressional leaders today. After the 
meeting, 
he 
promised 
Senate 
Republican leader Hugh Scott he would 
be as careful as possible during future 
public appearances. 
“ He simply said I know what people 
are saying and I am anxious to be as 
careful as I can,” Scott quoted Ford as 
telling him. 
Scott also said, “ I do not know of any 
curtailment (in Ford’s travel» as a 
result of these incidents” which occured 
Sept. 5 in Sacramento and Monday in 
San Francisco. 
House Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes told reporters, “ He (Ford I will 
do what is necessary.” 
Rhodes said he knows Ford too well to 
suggest the President cut down his 
desire to go out among the people. But 
Rhodes said he believes giving would-be 
assassins too much publicity incites 
similar action by other persons “ with a 
quirk.” 
“ I would hope we not make folk heroes 
of terrorists,” Rhodes said. He cited 
news magazines printing cover pictures 
of Lynette Alice Fromme, who was 
charged 
in the first assassination 
attempt, and Patricia Hearst. 
Ever since a bullet was fired at Ford 
Monday as he was leaving a San 
Francisco hotel, some members of 
Congress have voiced concern that Ford 
should 
cut 
down 
on 
his 
public 
appearances.

San Julian 
ranch fire 
controlled 


FIR E yesterday in the brush and grazing land of San Julian Ranch on Route 1 south 
of Lompoc throws off thick white smoke.

Firefighters using planes, bulldozers 
and ordinary shovels yesterday battled a 
raging brush fire that blackened about 
150 acres of the San Julian Ranch south 
of Lompoc on Route 1 
The fire in the E l Cielito section of the 
4,000-acre ranch was brought under 
control by about 6 p.m., fire officials 
said. However crews worked through 
the night extinguishing hot spots’ in the 
rolling terrain of brush and grazing land. 
Officials had no word on the cause of the 
blaze. 
The fire started about 11 a.m. in the 
tinder-dry grass and was soon out of 
control with the help of a 15-knot wind 
out of the southeast. Richard Minor, 
division chief of the Santa Barbara 
County Fire Department, soon called for 
the help of the California Division of 
Forestry and the United States Forest 
Service 
By 
late 
afternoon, 
about 
100 
firefighters were on the scene. Three 
tanker planes were dropping chemical 
fire retardants on the blaze and 
bulldozers cut fire lines to prevent the 
blaze from spreading. 
A helicopter from the U.S. Forest 
Service made countless trips over the 
fire as it dropped buckets of water it had 
picked up in a suspended bucket from a 
nearby reservoir. 
County, state and federal crews 
worked on the ground with shovels and 
cutting equipment. Their work was 
made extremely difficult by the smoke,

CIA opened personal mail 
for 20 years, panel says 


WASHINGTON (UPI» - A Senate 
committee said today the CIA for nearly 
20 years opened and read the mail of 
well known groups and individuals 
including Richard M. Nixon, Martin 
Luther King Jr., Nobel Prize winners 
and one letter from the committee 
chairman to his mother. 
Sen. 
Frank 
Church, 
D-Idaho, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Senate 
Select 
Committee 
on 
Intelligence, 
said 
evidence so far showed that Nixon was 
not aware of the practice when he was in 
the White House. 
“The President did not know that the 
mail was being opened,” Church said. 
A commitee spokesman later told 
reporters that just one letter of Nixon s, 
addressed to him from abroad, was 
intercepted on June 1,1968. while he was 
campaigning for the presidency which 
he won in November of that year 
The spokesman was unable to say 
whether the letter came from a 
Communist bloc country although CIA 
witnesses have said the program began 
as one to screen communications with 
persons behind the Iron Curtain. 
The spokesman said the covert mail- 
opening was authorized in 1952, began in 
1954 and continued through Feb. 15,1973. 
Church said the groups included the 
Ford Foundation, Harvard University 
and the Rockefeller Foundation. He said 
the CIA opened mail going to such 
private citizens as Federal Reserve 
Chairman Arthur Burns, 
John D. 


Rockefeller IV, King, Mrs 
Martin 
Luther King and “ Richard Nixon 
himself.' 
Church said members of congress 
who had their mail opened included Rep. 
Bella Abzug, D-N.Y , Sens Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn and Edward M. 
Kennedy. D-Mass., and Church himself 
- even his letter to his mother 
Sen. Walter Mondale. DMinn , also 
said among those on the CIA 
watch 
list” were double Noble prize winner 
Linus Pauling, author John Steinbeck 
and labor leader Victor Reuther. 
Church told of the CIA s mail opening 
operation as his committee questioned 
James 
Angleton, 
former 
CIA 
counterintelligence chief and National 
Security Council member Richard Ober, 
who once worked for Angleton. 
Church said the panel would begin 
hearings on the mail-opening operation 
in a few weeks. 
Church told Angelton the CIA had 
failed in its responsibility to the 
president by not informing him of the 
mail surveillance program 
Angleton replied Nixon would have 
been told if he had ever asked for a 
review of the intelligence system and 
procedures. 
“ But that is exactly what he did do,” 
Church responded 
“ The President 
wanted to be informed, he wanted the 
information, yet he was minsinformed .” 
I have no satisfactory answer,” 
Angleton said.

to require prison sentences for

attempts on the President’s life 
in California, Brown said: “Re­ 
cent events underscore the 
appropriateness of swift and 
sure punishment for those who 
use guns to commit crimes ” 
The governor also signed a 
bill 
increasii^ the waiting 
period from five to 15 days 
before a person purchasing a 
handgun can take delivery of 
the weapon. It is designed to 
prevent criminals from obtain­ 
ing handguns. 
The 
mandatory 
sentence 
measure 
(SB278) 
by 
Sen. 
George Deukmejian, R-Long 
B each, 
e lim in a te s 
the 
discretion of judges to grant 
probation for persons convicted 
of using a gun during a murder, 
robbery, rape, kidnaping, first- 
degree burglary, prison escape 
and serious assaults. 
Currently, judges can sent­ 
ence such offenders “ in usual 
circumstances” to probation or 
to probation plus time in the 
county jail. The bill, supported 
by Attorney General Evelle 
Younger, requires them to go 
to state prison. It takes effect 
Jan. 1.

The other measure signed by 
the governor increases the 
waiting period between the 
date of handgun purchase and 
when the purchaser is allowed 
to take the weapon home.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill appropriating an additional 
$3.5 million this year to provide 
false teeth for elderly Medi-Cal 
patients was signed Tuesday by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
The legislation (AB1225) by 
Assemblyman Barry Keene, D- 
Eureka, resulted from a con­ 
troversy over whether some 
Medi-Cal patients would be left 
without false teeth because of 
Brown administration restric­ 
tions on money for dentures. 
The bill would add $2 million 
in state aid and $1.5 million in 
federal matching money to the 
existing state contract for 
about 
million worth of Medi- 
Cal denture services this year. 
It would also prevent the 
Brown administration from 
trying 
to 
rèduce 
denture 
services as it did for several 
weeks earlier this year. 
At that time, the administra­ 
tion required both doctors and 
dentists to certify that dentures 
were 
medically 
essential 
before the state would pay for 
false teeth. 
Medi-Cal patients said the 
regulations made it practically 
impossible to get false teeth.

More than half of all the 
spray cans used in the United 
States, including hair sprays, 
deodorants, room fresheners 
and insecticides, use fluorocar- 


bons as propellants. Almost all 
refrigerators and air condition­ 
ing systems use the man-made 
gases, most commonly known 
as Freon. 
Fluorocarbons mushroomed 
into wide use in the past 25 
years. They were a technologi­ 
cal marvel. 
But in June. 1974, Drs F.S. 
Rowland and Mario Molina, 
chemists at the University of 
California at Irvine, suggested 
the 
gases 
were causing 
a 
complex 
reaction 
that 
de­ 
stroyed ozone in the stratos­ 
phere. 
They predicted 
this 
would result in a 7 to 13 per 
cent ozone reduction in a few 
decades 
Oaone, a molecular cousin of 
oxygen, forms a layer 10 to 30 
miles high that filters out most 
of the sun’s harmful ultraviolet 
radiation.

Medical malpractice insurance measure signed by Brown 


SACRAMENTO <UP1 f — The 
Brown administration has at­ 
tacked 
proposed 
federal 
regulations governing offshore 
oil development, saying they 
are inadequate to protect the 
economy and environment of 
California. 
The 
Interior 
Department 
plans in October to sell leases 
for 1.6 million acres of oil lands 
on the outer continental shelf 
off 
the coast of Southern 
California. 
Preble Stolz, director of the 
Office of Planning and Re­ 
search, said Tuesday in a letter 
to the U.S. Geological Survey 
that, "our basic objection is 
that the regulations do not 
provide a realistic separation 
between exploration of the 
outer continental shelf and 
plans for its development," 
Preble said. 


He 
told 
V incent 
E. 
McKelvey, director of the U.S. 
Geological Survey, that while 
exploration of the shelf lands is 
important to judge oil reserves, 
more controls on development 
are needed. 


"Decisions concerning deve­ 
lopment should not be left to 
the unilateral determination of 
the particular oil company that 
happens to have obtained a 
lease," he said 
Last month, Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. strongly criticized 
the proposed October lease sale 
as "unnecessary and precipi­ 
tous." 


Brown 
added: 
"We 
are 
basically playing a game of 
roulette. The odds are held by 
the oil companies because they 
understand the business. They 
have the information and it’s 
the government that is in the 
sucker position " 
Stolz outlined three specific 
objections 
to 
the 
revised 
regulations. 
He said development plans 
are 
to 
be 
submitted 
for 
approval by an area oil and gas 
supervisor. "Public decisions 
that potentially affect the lives 
of millions should be made by 
politically responsible officials 
at the very highest level, in this 
instance no lower than the 
Secretary of the Interior," he 
said. 
He also objected to proposed 
regulations that do not enlarge 
the amount of information that 
must be disclosed about deve­ 
lopment plans. "Such informa­ 
tion must be made available 
not only to the governor but 
also to local jurisdictions and 
others 
who 
will 
he 
most 
directly affected by the second­ 
ary impacts of the leasing, " he 
said. 
Stolz also said the regulations 
attempt to structure develop­ 
ment plans to "evade" provi­ 
sions of federal environmental 
protection laws. "Further, it 
seems to us self-evident that a 
supplemental 
environmental 
impact statement before most 
development plans are ap­ 
proved will be needed." 


SACRAMENTO (UP11 - The 
legislature's major measure to 
solve the medical malpractice 
insurance crisis in California 
was signed Tuesday night by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
The 
physician-supported 
legislation (AB11 was designed 
to curb the soaring cost of 
malpractice 
insurance 
and 
avert another doctors’ strike. It 
was the prime offering from a 
special 
legislative 
session 
prompted by a month-long 
anesthesiologists' strke. 
Authored by Assemblyman 
Barry Keene, D-Eureka, the 
measure was signed by the 
governor 
without 
comment 
about three hours before a 


midnight deadline after which 
the bill would have become law 
without his signature. 
The bill would, among other 
things, clamp a $250,000 limit 
on the amount a patient could 
recover for pain and suffering 
No lbnits would be placed on 
recovery for lost income and 
treatment as the result of a 
doctor's negligence. 
Critics of the law say it will 
do little to stop the soaring cost 
of 
m edical 
m alpractice 
insurance. Supporters contend 
the bill’s restrictionson injured 
C 
tients, insurance companies, 
iryers 
and 
doctors 
will 
stabilize premiums in the long 
run. 


After putting some hospitals 
near bankruptcy, anesthesiolo­ 
gists reluctantly agreed in May 
to end their walkout, a protest 
over premium increases of as 
much as 900 per cent.

Sulfate pollution 
warning revealed

Parts or all of 24 eastern states 
are experiencing heavy doses 
of sulfate pollution which can 
cause acid rainfalls and pose 
health 
threats 
to children, 
asthmatics and heart patients, 
a c c o r d in g 
to 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency. 
The agency said power plant 
smoke and other sources of the 
pollutants should be controlled 
to prevent sulfate levels from 
rising higher. 
Sulfates 
exist 
in 
heavy 
concentrations in other areas 
of the country. But the EPA 
said the problem is particularly 
concentrated in part or all of 24 
states in a square roughly 
cornered by Illinois, Massa­ 
chusetts, North Carolina and 
Tennessee. 
Studies conducted in several 
U.S. cities "suggest high daily 
or annual sulfate levels are 
associated with increased at­ 
tack frequency in asthmatics, 
worsened symptoms in cardi­ 


opulmonary patients ... and 
symptoms of acute and chronic 
respiratory diseases," the EPA 
said Tuesday in a position 
paper 
Acid 
rains, 
observed 
in 
regions of high sulfate concen­ 
trations, can lower the acid- 
alkali balance of soil and water 
and damage vegetation, the 
report added. 
"Although the effects are not 
always deleterious, the poten­ 
tial 
exists 
for 
serious 
ecological disruption in some 
areas of the country," it said. 
"A recent study suggests acid 
precipitation 
and 
dry 
deposition of acid aerosols and 
gases may be causing depletion 
of fish populations 
in the 
Adirondack Mountain lakes of 
New York. " 
The EPA said it may take 
five years before test technolo­ 
gy and research improvements 
permit

Reagan rules out idea 


of third party candidacy 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala. (UPI> - 
Former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, often mentioned as the 
possible 1976 runmng-mate of 
Gov. George C. Wallace, says 
he will not seek the presidency 
on a third party ticket if he 
decides to be a candidate at all. 
"I’ve ruled out the idea of a 
third party whether I do or 
don’t seek the nomination," 
Reagan 
said

conference Tuesday before ad­ 
dressing the Alabama Business 
Hall of Fame banquet. 
"I have the feeling that third 
parties 
usually 
wind 
up 
dividing people of the same 
philosophy and elect those we 
set out to oppose," he said. 
Reagan said Monday’s at­ 
tempted assassination of Presi­ 
dent Ford was a type of 
“terrorist activity that’s dif­ 
ficult to guard against. 
"I think, in recent years, 
there’s 
been 
a 
kind 
of 
worldwide development of this 
terrorist, guerrilla type ac­ 
tivity," he said. “I don’t think 
any more that it is a case of 
particularly picking out some 
individual because of a grudge 
about something he's done in 
office.” 
The former governor said 


recent assassination attempts 
do not support the need for gun 
control laws which "make it 
more difficult for law abiding 
citizens to have guns. 
‘ They’re not going to inter­ 
fere with the criminal at all in 
his getting a gun because they 
now get them," he said. "The 
laws I think would do the most 
are not to try and regulate 
possession of guns but to treat 
directly with the criminal by 
making it much more costly for 
him to carry one."

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Flaws seen in police lineups 


LONDON (U PI) — Victims 
and witnesses to a crime often 
find the police identification 
lineup disturbing and embar­ 
rassing and the chances they 
will pick out the wrong person 
are as high as 50 per cent, 
according to two British psy­ 
chologists. 
After a study of the proce­ 
dure in which the suspect is 
lined up with a number of 
roughly similar physical types, 
Helen Dent and Fiona Gray 
believe it would be better for 
both sides if color photographs 
were used instead.

Soon 
afterward members of the 
audience were asked to pick the

“Only half of them did so 
correctly,” they said. “ Under 
wch optimum conditions this 
perform ance 
is 
rather 
appalling and illustrates the 
great difficulty of the task that 
an eyewitness to a crime may 
have to perform." 
They said this was in line 
with modern psychological the­ 
ory that perception and memo­ 
ry are active and constructive 
rather than simple copying 
devices. 
“ Different observers,” they 
said, “ give different reports of 
the same event because each 
sees the situation from his own 


point of view and interprets* it 
according to his own feelings, 
prejudice and past experience. 
Barely will he be able to 
walk straight up to the suspect 
and confidently identify him as 
the criminal, for even the 
criminal 
himself 
will 
not 
correspond 
exactly 
to 
the 
person the witness remembers. 
Whether or not the witness 
decides to identify someone 
depends not only on how closely 
that 
person 
resembles his 
memory of the criminal but 
also on how close he thinks the 
resemblance ought to be before 
he makes a positive identif na­ 
tion. 
"The situation itself may 
bias 
the 
witness 
towards 
making an identification, since 
he knows that the police have 
brought in someone they have 
reason to suspect. The officer 
conducting the parade may be 
sure in his own mind that the 
suspect is guilty and his hope 
that the witness will be able to 
id en tify 
him 
may 
be 
com m unicated, 
perhaps 


unconsciously, to the witness. " 
The psychologists said that in 
search of a more reliable 
method of identification and 
one 
that 
would 
be 
less 
disturbing to witnesses they 
staged mock identity parades 
using color photographs instead 
of actual people. 
The results were better than 
the actual confrontations. 
“ The argument that photo­ 
graphs are not sufficiently 
lifelike to test adequately the 
witness' ability to identify the 
suspect can be overcome to a 
great extent by the use of good 
quality color slides showing 
various views of each person 
and projected to give a life-size 
image," they said. 
“The fact that the proportion 
of mistaken positive identifica­ 
tions was lower in the slides 
conditions than in the conven­ 
tional situation should encour­ 
age more t h o r o u g h 
investigations 
into 
the 
possibility of using color slides 
for identification purposes in 
real life."

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
new influenza virus is expected 
to reach the United States this 
winter, infecting from 10 to 20 
per cent of the population, and 
Californians may be among its 
first victims. 
The state Department of 
Health said the A-Scotland 
strain, isolated in Scotland last 
year, will enter the country 
through its ports and airports 
and indications from the past 
several years are that the 
disease 
will 
show 
up 
in 
California early. 
Dr. James Chinn, chief of the 
Communicable Disease section 
of the department, said a 
vaccine has been developed and 
will be available 
“ When a new virus deve­ 
lops," he said, “ we try to 
develop a vaccine for it and get 
it to the population before it 
circulates. But sometimes we 
can’t beat the virus to the 
people." 
Last year, the Port Chalmers 
strain, named for the location 
in New Zealand where it was 
first 
isolated, 
reached the 
United States. A total 700,000 
doses of the vaccine was 
available in the state, but only 
400,000 were used. 
The disease this year is not 
expected to be pandemic — 
affecting nearly half the popu­ 
lation — but it is serious, 
particularly to the elderly. 
Dr. Chinn said the disease 
can be fatal to older persons 
and to those with chronic 
medical problems, especially 
respiratory ailments. The A- 
Scotland strain, like the Port 
Chalmers strain of last year, is 
no more dangerous to young 
children 
than 
to 
normally 
healthy adults, he said. 
Dr. Jerome Lackner, state 
health director, said the threat 
to 
life 
and 
health 
from 
influenza “ is much worse than 
the sting of a needle. 
“ The flu bug can kill. No flu 
shot has." 
Because the strain is new, 
just about everyone who has 
not been vaccinated is suscepti­ 
ble. 
Dr. Chinn said an adult in 
normal health can expect to be 
out for the better part of a week 
with the disease. 
“ Prim arily, 
the 
excess 
deaths and some complications 
are noted in the older age 
group, age 65 or older," he 
said. “ It is generally not a 
major problem in children, 
unless there is some chronic 
disease." 
Dr. Lackner said the flu will 
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often develop into pneumonia 
or 
other 
resp irato ry 
complications 
before 
the 
victim seeks medical help. 
"By then it’s too late either 
to diagnose or to worry about 
the original illness." 
In an average winter, more 
than a million Californians 
complain about the flu and in a 
bad year, half the population, 
or about 10 million persons, 
may suffer some symptoms. 
How much is genuine influen­ 
za is not known, because 
doctors are not required to 
report influenza as they do 
other communicable diseases, 
and many people never see a 
doctor. 
School and job absenteeism 
are the best indications that an 
epidemic is under way, Dr 
Chinn said. 


The state Health Department 
this year, for the second year, 
will provide flu shots free at 
local health offices to older 
persons and those with chronic 
ailments such as heart disease, 
respiratory 
problems 
and 
diabetes. 


FRESNO (UPI) - There 
won’t be as much California 
wine produced this year and 
that has the raisin industry 
worried. 
It may seem that the two 
industries would not worry 
about each other, but raisin 
producers keep a close watch 
on the vintners because wine 
production can have a profound 
effect on how many raisins 
there will be each year. 
“ If the grape growers can’t 
sell their crops to the wineries, 
they dry the grapes and turn 
them 
into 
raisin s," 
one 
industry spokesman said, “ And 
this year it looks like raisins 
may 
reach 
the 
saturation 
point." 
Wine production in California 
isn’t growing as fast as was 
predicted a few years ago and 
that could spell disaster for the 
state’s raisin industry. 
Grape growers in the fertile 
San Joaquin Valley expected a 
bumper crop this year They 
aimed 
toward 
this 
year's 
record crop several years ago 
in hopes of providing the state's 
wineries with enough grapes to 
meet what everyone thought 
was going to be an all out 
production rate 
But the advanced planning 
may turn out to be the downfall 
or at least a large setback for 
many of the grape growers 
because the wineries aren't 
hitting 
the 
predicted 
production levels. 
Wine sales, which boomed in 
the late 1960s and early 1970s, 
are slackening and the wineries 
report they have huge supplies 
stored in vats and tanks. 
This means fewer grapes for 
the wineries and more to be 
dried in the sun to turn them 
into raisins. 
The greatest 
concern 
rs 
among the growers of Thomp­ 
son seedless grapes, a raisin 
variety which historically has 


been used by vintners as a mix 
with varietal grapes to make a 
number of different wines 
“Some of the growers who 
have been selling to wineries in 
the past are planning to turn 
most of their crops into raisins 
this year." said J. Robert 
Lankford, vice president for 
finance at Sun-Maid Raisin 
Growers of Calif. 
Other packers report more 
and more growers are asking 
them to buy their Thompson 
raisins this year 
The biggest influx of raisins 
is expected from growers who 
traditionally make part of their 
crop into raisins and sell the 
rest to the wineries 
“ Wineries 
are 
telling 
growers they are going to buy 
grapes this year, but the 
growers don’t know at what 
price and how much they are 
going to take," said Ernest 
Bedrosian, a Fowler packer 
and raisin industry leader. 
“ Some wineries which deal 
almost exclusively in bulk 
wines have urged their growers 
to find other outlets this year." 
he said 


Dick Markarian, chairman of 
the California Raisin Advisory 
Board, said there was no doubt 
that the wineries will buy fewer 
Thompson grapes this year 
“ The 
price 
the 
grower 
receives 
and the 
market 


stability will all depend on how 
the crop is handled," he said 


Last year raisin producers 
received 
$640 
a 
ton 
for 
Thompsons That was down $60 
from the previous year and 
Markarian said he expected the 
price to drop again this year. 


Industry predictions for this 
year’s Thompson raisin crop 
range up to 254,000 tons To this 
must be added about 36,000 tons 
of other raisin varieties and the 
unsold raisins from last year, 
bringing predictions of up to 
325,000 tons of raisins available 
for sale in 1975-76 


During the past eight years 
an average of 214,000 tons of all 
variety raisins have been sold.

If the contract is rejected, Karch said, “ We re right back 
where we were, back to bargaining They have the right to 
take collective action. They have the right to strike, and we 


have the right to go about our business We have every hope 
that it will be approved.“ 
Players' negotiators weren’t so optimistic 
Both Dick Anderson of the Miami Dolphins and Randy 
Vataha of the New England Patriots, whose strike last week 
precipitated the contract discussions, said the proposal was 
not significantly different from one rejected by the players 
last July. 
“ It’s my gut feeling that it will be rejected,” Chicago 
Bears' player rep Bobby Douglass said. 
The proposal was submitted to the full membership under 
an agreement which brought the two sides together for 
further talks—that the players would get a chance to vote on 
any new management offer.

Shark boat gets 
lots of action

Th« sharkf ishing party boat out of Santa Barbara's Sea Landing 
made its maiden runs over the weekend, and the trips were a 
success — unless you're a shark 
The boat made a run Friday and another Saturday, with 20 
customers aboard each night. With only about half of them fishing 
(the others just wanted to watch >, 19 sharks were pulled in Friday 
and 29 Saturday. They were mostly blue sharks, with a few 
soupfins 
Next shark trip is Thursday. Reservations are a must. 
Also out of Santa Barbara, calico bass fishing has been 
excellent, a few halibut have been caught, and an 18-pound bonita 
was landed Tuesday. 
Out of Port San Luis at Avila Beach, salmon fishing has been 
fair to good, with an average of two fish per boat. The chinooks 
are running up to 25 pounds. Very few silvers are being taken, 
though they should be at their peak about now 
There are now three albacore party boats available at Avila, 
weather permitting. The latest addition is the "C at Special" from 
San Diego, a well-equipped boat, especially for the 50-mile or so 
trip to get to the long fins. 


At Lake Cachuma, bluegill is still the best bet, using red and 
meal worms Bass are hitting on surface plugs, mostly in the 
evenings. A six-pound bass was taken Tuesday, along with a nine- 
pound cat, although the cats are slow There are some trout being 
taken near the dam. 
Lopez Lake is yielding a few bass in the upper reaches, with 
trout fishing a dead issue at the moment. 
* 
At Lake Nacimiento, white bass are hitting on small plugs. 


We have been informed by the Department of Fish and Game 
that San Luis Creek and the lower reaches of Arroyo Grande 
Creek are under consideration for a steelhead program It seems 
odd that we are under consideration, yet no local sportsman, as 
far as we know, has been contacted. 
As for freshwater angling and the DFG, it looks like we are a 
dead area. The area's only freshwater warden has a large area, 
and we know of no citations he's ever issued for poaching or the 
like. 


Nearly 7,000 deer were killed legally by hunters during the just- 
closed coastal deer season, some 1,400 more than last year. In 
addition, close to 20,000 were killed on the highways, and an 
estimated 7,000or so were hunted and killed illegally. 
You can see why the deer populations are decreasing rapidly.

claims business 


better than ever 


RIVERSIDE(UPI >— Talk of 
dollar-a-gaUon gasoline and gas 
shortages isn’t hurting one 
business which depends heavily 
on people traveling to new 
places in search of fun and siu l 
Fleetwood 
E nterprises, 
Manufacturer of some of the 
best-known travle trailers and 
motorhomes on the holiday 
highways, says its business is 
better than ever. 
And the trend is toward 
bigger and more expensive 
vehicles which eat up even 
more 
gasoline 
among 
a 
growing 
s egment 
of 
recreational vehicle buyers — 
retired couples 
Fleetwood, which celebrated 
its 25th anniversary recently, 
reported record first quarter 
sales of $100 million on top of 
gross sales of more than $300 
million last year, best in the 
company’s history. 
During the past year, Fleet­ 
wood shipped more than 33,000 
travel trailers and some 5,600 
motor homes from its nearly 
three score plants in 20 states 
and Canada. It also shipped 
nearly 15,000 mobile homes. 
While 
other

strong and even made plans to 
add new lines of traders and 
motorhomes.

President William W. Weide 
explained. "They went ahead 
anyway and usually found that 
once they got out of the city, 
there was plenty of gas."

in 
virtually 
every 
campground. 
Its 
Prowler 
travel trailer is the No. 1 seller 
in the country and the Terry, 
another Fleetwood product, is 
the second best seller. 
Other Fleetwood trailers are 
the Intruder, Taurus, Wilder­ 
ness and Wild Country and the 
company plans to introduce 
soon the luxurious Kenskill 
which will approach the top-of- 


the-line Holiday Rambler and 
Airstream in price. 
Fleetwood motorhomes are 
the Pace-Arrow, Southwind and 
Coronado and the Tioga and 
Jamboree minibome lines. 
Chairman John Crean, who 
started the firm 25 years ago, 
spends much of his time in 
contact with the people who 
have bought or are potential 
buyers of his vehicles 
With his wife, Donna, Crean 
travels 15,000 to 30,000 miles a 
year in one of his trailers or 
motorhomes, visiting his plants 
and staying in public and 
private campgrounds. 
"I've always been able to get 
out among the consumers and 
get a pretty good idea of what 
they’re looking for, what they 
want, and translate that into 
product and good design, 
Crean said. 
"One of the first things 1 do 
when we pull into a camp­ 
ground is walk around and 
strike up a conversation with 
anyone doing anything on his 
unit.

save the historic one, 
that the business of 
business is business as 
usual. 
Now there are in­ 
dications that if the 
mercantile philosophy 
has been prosperous it 
may also be self­ 
destructive. A poll 
released this week by 
Hart Research As­ 
sociates indicates that a discomforting 
majority of Americans believe there is 
the stench of mischief in big business 
that should, even at the expense of some 
cherished 
capitalistic 
ideals,

fumigated with fundamental change. 
The poll, commissioned by the Peoples 


prognosticators say. 


The most readily available 
reasoning behind these wage

B icentennial Com mission, an an­ 
tiestablishment body opposed to conven­ 
tional wisdoms, is no less startling in its 
nuances and implications.

Our 
wire service, UPI, has four persons 
assigned to the task. 
Most readers assume that there is 
easy press access to the President when, 
in fact, there is very litUe access to the 
chief executive officer. Nearly all of the 
President’s announcements and feelings 
are relayed through the press secretary. 
Outside of special interviews granted 
rarely, White House press corps can

answered by the President at a news 
conference. President Ford has held a 
great number since assuming office, far 
more than Nixon ever did. 
United 
Press 
International’s 
Washington manager recently asked his 
corps how they best prepare for their 
daily stints at the White House.

states: “1 have yet to

Rifkin believes that the humanities 
should oome before the dollars: “Our 
first duty runs to man before business, 
never forgetting that often the two are 
interchangable.” 
Rifkin and Peoples feel that big 
business has for too long put profit even 
above honor, much less man, thus the 
rot of such corruption is of integral 
concern. 
To illustrate the rot, Rifkin mentions 
the estim ated $100 billion which 
American workers have put away in cor­ 
porate pension funds. “This money is be­ 
ing invested in multinational corpora­ 
tions which in turn use it to shift some of 
their assets to other nations. In effect, 
then, workers are contributing to profits 
and other places, while undermining 
their own job rights and security.” 
Such idiocies would not occur, Rifkin 
says, if workers had control of their com­ 
panies and company policies. Nor would 
unilateral layoffs in the name of main­ 
taining stockholder profits, nor would 
cozy relationships between government 
and industry which benefit the few at the 
worry of the many. “And we’re not talk­ 
ing about socialism here. I think what 
A m eric an s w an t is ‘econom ic 
dem ocracy,’” where transfers of 
ownership are made, where workers 
make their own economic decisions, but 
where capitalism remains the system. 
Whatever Rifkin is talking about, a 
single opinion poll will in no way make it 
a realization. As veteran opinion takers 
note, the public mood on a given moment 
is transitory at best, and about as endur­ 
ing as a gossamer rope. 
Yet what is clear about the poll is that 
in the sense it is planning for the future, 
American Business As Usual may be 
digging its own grave. Seventy-seven per 
cent of those polled agree corporate 
America is interested in profits before 
people, 5« per cent feel that businessmen 
dominate the decisions of public of­ 
ficials, and 49 per cent say that big 
business is the source of most of what’s 
wrong in-the nation today. 
By any measure this is heavy frustra­ 
tion. It’s more and more apparent that 
people want something better from in­ 
dustry, and that is altruism or else.

“Isn’t it a fact, Mrs. Thatcher, that you, 
a woman, were named head of the 
opposition party only because you are a 
hidebound Tory and therefore sharply 
distinguishable 
from

political 
radical?” 
For once the lady was displeased. She 
has a way of maintaining a smile even in 
moments of exaggerated impatience (I 
think that this is the principal muscular 
division between the politicians and the 
rest of us). “Do you mind,” she said 
sweetly, the acid forming in her breath, 
“if I tell you that I consider that 
question entirely trivial? In Great 
Britain we do not ask the sex of a 
political figure. We seek only to vote for 
the best qualified person.” 
If that is the case, the host intervened, 
mustn’t we draw dismal conclusions 
about the competence of British women 
— since in fact so few of them have 
positions of political, or for that matter 
commercial, power? Mrs. Thatcher has 
25 years of polemical experience to 
draw on, and she deflected the question 
nicely, in a patient, grandmotherly tone. 
You see, she said, in Great Britain 
traditionally the preoccupations of the 
woman have been with the family. For 
that reason, very few of them have 
presented themselves to the public. That 
is now changing... 
She is quite frank that she desires all 
that to cnange very fast indeed. Mrs. 
Thatcher’s appetite to take power in 
Great Britain is no doubt in part her 
entirely natural appetite to exercise 
power. But she convinced a lot of hoary 
New Yorkers that her enthusiasm for 
her approach to the revival of Great 
Britain is entirely genuine. One has the 
feeling that as Prime Minister she would 
see every percentage rise in the gross 
national product, and every percentage 


drop in the rate of inflation, with the 
kind of personal excitement a horse 
trainer would feel on paring seconds off 
a yearling's workout. 
There was some muttering, after one 
occasion, that her replies had been a 
little text-bookish: the overweening 
bureaucracy, the disappearance of the 
incentive factor, the demoralisation 
brought cm by inflation, the impacted 
confusion of socialist policies — but the 
impatience was markedly different 
from what it might have been in another 
season in America, inasmuch as Mrs. 
Thatcher was speaking, for the most 
part, to residents of a city strangled by 
bureaucracy 
and 
welfarism, 
demoralised by high taxes and inflation, 
in which classical, atavistic anxieties 
stir. 
I do not doubt that if in the Sin Center 
district of Times Square a wily 
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7 wish we were either high class or low class. 
The squeeze is getting to me!" 


opportunist were to set up a peep show 
at which the viewer could ogle candid 
pictures of ten per cent maximum 
taxation 
forms, 
alarm 
clocks 
summoning

recipients to work cleaning the city 
streets, and Charles Man son sitting on

Detente benefit 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - A recent 
speech by Mikhail Suslov, a major 
Kremlin Theoretician and prominent 
member of the ruling Politburo, is being 
analyzed word by word in the higher 
echelons of the Ford administration. 
For in that talk, given at a meeting of 
p arty id eo lo g ists, 
political scientists and 
Central Committee 
higher party trainees, 
Suslov outlined the 
Kremlin’s objectives 
in seeking detente 
with the United States. 
Some of Suslov’s 
points were obtuse 
Communist 
dialectic 
and will take weeks or 
months to interpret. 
Others were crystal 
clear: 
The atmosphere created by detente, 
said Suslov, will make it more difficult 
for the U.S. and the West to oppose the 
actions of Communist nations or com­ 
munism, either politically or militarily, 
with propaganda or with "counter 
revolutionary forces,” at home or 
abroad. 
It will thus be easier for the local Com­ 
munist parties and associated organiza­ 
tions to organize workers and other 
groups in the U.S. and other Western and 
non-aligned countries through the world 
for revolutionary purposes, and for them 
to bring pressures on their governments 
in line with international Communist 
objectives. 
At the same time, Suslov said, detente 
will not lessen Communist oppor­ 
tunities; it will not ease those internal 
economic, social and political tensions in 
each country which are the basis for 
organizing 
a 
Communist 
struggle 
against “the exploiters,” or will detente 
mean a relaxation in Communist 
revolutionary effort. 
Internationally, Suslov indicated that 
under detente it will become easier for 
the Soviet Union to directly aid foreign i 
class struggles and revolutions — as in 
the cooperation between Moscow and the 
Portuguese Communists. Or as in the 
type of international Com munist 
cooperation which enabled Hanoi to 
defeat South Vietnam. 
In this light, Suslov looked with delight 
and anticipation at developments and 
future possibilities in Italy, Japan. 
France and Greece. 
Because detente will make it more dif­ 
ficult psychologically for Western 
countries to prevent or oppose inter­ 
national Communist cooperation, Suslov 
believes it will increase the opportunity 
to solidify into one more effective 
worldwide organization, under Moscow, 
Communist and other groups struggling 
in every Western country. 
As is clear from the above paragraphs, 
Suslov sees detente basically as requir­ 
ing capitalist and other Western nations 
not to interfere in the Soviet Union and in 
other Communist lands, or with Com­ 
munist parties elsewhere, while as­ 
serting that detente whould not similarly 
restrict the Soviet Union. 
In fact. Suslov ways “The Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union sees its duty in 
promoting the cohesion of all the 
revolutionary and democratic forces of 


the age and achieving the strengthening 
of their solidarity in the common 
struggle. Our party and our country sup­ 
port all movements which oppose im­ 
perialist reaction and oppression andJ 
which advocate national and social 
liberation.” 
According to Suslov, the “relization of 
this growing revolutionary potential ’ 
worldwide "largely depends on the 
power and cohesion of the Communist 
movement, on its ability to combine cor­ 
rectly the international and national 
tasks of the working class and all work­ 
ing people, and on its ability to raise the 
broadest masses to the struggle.” 
But that does not mean, Suslov argues, 
that detente helps the Communist world 
alone. For this new freedom for com­ 
munism to operate and these restrictions 
on the non-Communists, he said, will be 
of great benefit to all the peoples of the 
world.

On top of the book's success, 
the paperback rights sold for 
$305,000 and Paramount bought 
the film rights for $250,000. 
But Mrs. Rossner is not about 
to let the money change her 
life, she said during a recent 
visit to Los Angeles She was 
anxious to get back to New 
York and continue work on her 
next book scheduled for deliv­

to

February, 1976. 
She began writing at the age 
of 5 and by 37 had published 
three novels mildly acclaimed 
by critics but left untouched by 
most readers. She had always 
assumed that her “primary 
audience" was women. The 
popularity of 
Mr. Goodbar 
proves to her that men also are 
interested. 
That some men have classi­ 
fied her writing as “women s 
fiction” she saw in terms of

needing 
a 
defense 
against 
getting 
emotionally 
swamped.” 
“They 
were 
saying 
they 
weren’t interested. They did 
not want to understand women 
any better but maybe a little 
less.” 
If the novel has a message 
for the reader it is a Surgeon 
General-type warning that life 
as a single and singles bars 
“can be dangerous to your 
health.”

She's small, but she's fishing to become a cop 


DES MOINES, Iowa (UP1) 
- Kristen Heemstra, 23, says 
she’s tired of “pushing a lot of 
papers” in a job she describes 
as 
nothing 
more 
than 
a 
“glorified secretary ” 
She is a police matron In the 
Polk County sheriff’s depart­ 
ment, she wants to be a full- 
fledged police officer in Iowa — 
and she’s gone to court to press 
her demands. 
Miss Heemstra, a former 
Prairie City High School sprint 
star, has been rejected for jobs 
as a police officer in Des 
Moines, Ames amj Newton. 
Officials say she is too small. 
She claims her 5-foot-3Vfc, 125- 


pound stature should not be 
allowed to stand in the way of 
her obtaining a policeman's 
job. 
“I’ve been trying without 
luck to get a police patrol job 
for the last two years,” she 
said. 
“Iowa towns are backwards 
when it comes to law enfor­ 
cement. We have these old 
fuddy-duddies who think you 
have to be a big man to be a 
good police officer. In many 
other states, they do hire 
women." 
But she's had no luck, so 
she’s working as a matron. 
“I push a lot of papers and 
I’m just a glorified secretary 


now. I would rather be on a 
police patrol." 
She has joined in a civil 
rights suit she said is aimed at 
preventing herself and others 
who want to become police 
o f f i c e r s 
from 
being 
discriminated against because 
of site. 
Miss Heemstra is one of 12 
plaintiffs in the $20 million 
class action suit filed last week 
by the American Civil Liberties 
Union against the federal Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance 
Administration 
and 
the 
Department of Justice. 
In the suit, the ACLU is 
seeking to force the LEAA to 


cut off federal funding to local 
police departments in noncom

Plight of small 


whales assisted 


LONDON (UPI) — The giant 
whales are dramatic mammals 
and naturally enough the fight 
to save them from extinction 
has caught the public’s imagi­ 
nation. 
So despite the threat that still 
exists to some of the biggest 
beasts that ever lived, princi­ 
pally from the whaling fleets of 
Japan and Russia, there is at 
least some progress towards a 
more sensible whaling policy 
But John A. Burton says the 
plight of the large whales has 
led a great many people to 
overlook the fact that their 
small relatives are in peril as 
well. 
Unless measures are 
taken soon, he said they may go 
the way of the big whales. 
Writing in the magazine New 
Scientist, 
Burton, 
who 
is 
Natural History Adviser to 
Friends of the Earth, says that 
as the size of the populations of 
large whales declines, dolphins 
and porpoises are becoming the 
targets for the whaler. 
“The situation is made more 
dangerous because the history 
of exploitation of the great 
whales is well documented,’’ he 
wrote, “ whereas the smaller 
species have, as yet, received 
little 
serious 
consideration 
even though they have probably 
been exploited on a small scale 
for many more years by local 
fishing communities." 
Burton said the minke whale 
catch a decade ago was about 
3,000, most of them taken by 
Norway. By 1973 this figure had 
jumped to over 9,500, more 
than half taken in the Atlantic 
by whalers operating from 
Norway, Iceland, Greenland, 
Newfoundland, Japan, Brazil, 
Korea, South Africa and sever­ 
al other countries. 
He said the International 
Whaling Commission takes lit­ 
tle or no interest in “small” 
whaling 
despite 
the 
large 
numbers being killed, including 
the smaller toothed whales 
better known as dolphins and 
porpoises. They are, he said, a 
significant part of the world’s 


whale catch. 
“Japan not only takes most 
of the world’s great whales but 
probably the majority of the 
small whales", he said. “ Ac­ 
cording to Seiji Ohsumi, a 
Japanese Cetacean specialist, 
12 species of the toothed whales 
were currently exploited by the 
Japanese 
coastal 
whaling 
industries. 
“The number taken each 
year was substantial — over 
30,000 in 1959, for example. A 
total of 300,000 were taken in 
the period of 1957-70. The catch 
is apparently declining. In 1970 
only 
16,000 
dolphins 
were 
taken.” 
Burton 
said 
hundreds of 
thousands of dolphins were 
drowned in tuna fishing nets of 
the U.S. and other countries— 
“ Ironically the fishermen use 
the dolphins to lead them to the 
shoals of tuna.” 
“If we accept the evidence 
that over the years man’s 
whaling interests have consist­ 
ently turned their attention to 
smaller and smaller species, as 
he had consistently over ex­ 
ploited them, then we are 
forced to accept the fact that in 
a very short time dolphins and 
porpoises are going to become 
the target of a major industry. 
“Providing 
harvesting 
is 
done rationally there is no 
inherent 
objection 
to 
this, 
though 
doubtless 
emotions 
would run much higher than at 
present if the U.S.A. or U.K. 
public thought that dolphins 
were taken for the pot. ”
